This 
version is written to be used with the à & J Microdrive For the 
T518880 family. Type the Program in as listed, then save it as 
the program on a  microwafern, The First line REM statement 
is there just in case you run into that occasional FILE TO LONG 
report From the drive during a change for updating the file 
names, If the error report comes up, just delete an 'X', 

The main menu has several print statements, This is where 
you Place the names of the files on the tape, The name of the 
loader program is the first name, and in this version it cannot 
be selected for loading, The Choose A File section allows the 
cursor to be positioned using the up and down arrows, once the 
Cursor is pointing to the desired program, the Enter key may be 
Pressed to choose the program, 

Finally the Get A File section of code pokes the proper 
value an ca = the proper USR routine to Find, lead and auta

Unfortunately, I am not able to attend the Sinclair Fair, but I hope you 
can help me with some general information or contacts for the WOAI Computer 
Line (A weekly computer show that has been broadcast for the past six 


years.) 


I am especially interested in the latest or final developments for the TS/ 
1000. As you are probably aware, long after the computer was retired in the 
US, the European market continued with some fairly advanced programs for the 
little machine. I am trying to put together a report on the most far 
reaching efforts to work with the TS 1000. I am particularly curious about 
word processing, hi res games, and other stretches of the TS1000's 
usefulness. Any example of programs (preferably on tape) would be 
appreciated. I will be happy to include the name or your company or users 
group in the broadcast report for those seeking more information. 


I did run across something that was news to me, and certainly shoula be a 
part of any Sinclair collection! Showing up on the surplus market in San 
Antonio is a Hong Kong made computer that uses a slightly modified version 
of the TS/1000 operating system! The lK machine will load Sinclair Basic 
programs such as loan amortization, etc., but will not work with machine 
language or graphic intensive programs. 


The computer ("IQ 3800") has a Spectrum like keyboard, output for monitor or 
tv, the standard Sinclair expansion slot for 16K RAM pack, plus a joystick 
port, sound, music and automatic line numbering as well as a RESET button 
that does not erase the memory! It does not have the one stroke entry, ie, 
you must type out LOAD, GOTO, etc. Also, there are a few symbols that are 
not it the same character string as the Sinclair. For example, there is no 
":",. In one program, a small space invader type critter appears where the 
":;" should be! 

The machine sells for $25.00 locally without the power supply. It requires 
9V and 1 Amp, just like the Sinclair, but with a different plug. (when you 
use it unexpanded at 1K, a regular 9V adapter can be used.) The instruction 
manual is in Chinese, with Basic programs in English!
